Three leading methods 
are: Newspapers, general publica- 
tions and trade papers. 

“The automobile industry early 
discovered that the automobile was 
an article of universal desire, for 
it answered the call of a thousand 
years.

S ME seeker for information inquires when and where 

the steam automobile was first built. From all avail- 
able records, S. H. Roper of Roxbury, Mass., built the first 
| automobile propelled by steam. He was an engineer and 
jadapted the already well developed steam power plant to the 
propulsion of a vehicle on the road. This was in 1889, and 
the intrepid inventor drove his four-wheeler around a dirt 
track at the incredible speed: of eight miles per hour. Mr. 
Roper died that same year and there were not lacking people 
to point a moral from his death as one who tempted Provi- 
dence by making and driving a contraption that could travel 
so fast. His demise pointed many a moral in the old days. 
Ransome E. Olds, whose connection with the present 
industry is one of the longest, made a three-wheeler that actu- 
jally ran, two years earlier. It was not, however, generally 
‘considered a practical thing—made more for a demonstration 
\of what could be done than for actual, practical use. I 
wonder if Mr. Olds ever sees the little old three-wheeler in his 
mind’s eye and compares it with the Flying Cloud.

Probably the earliest electric automobile was built by 
William Morris of Des Moines, Ia., who sold it to J. B. 
McDonald, then president of the American Battery Com- 
pany, Chicago. History is silent as to the fate of this 
vehicle.

He has 
just compfteted a wide study 
business and economic conditions in 
the Middle West and declares that 
every indication points to a big 
year for automobile men in the 
territory. 

“Economic conditions are sound, 
money is plentiful and cheap, busi- 
ness is good and the agricultural 
industry is showing rapid recov- 
ery,”’ Mr. Butler said. 

“While there has been a slump 
in automobile sales, along with 
other lines, this slump was more 
seasonal than anything else. 
Sales throughout the territory 
served out of Kansas Cigy now 
are on the upgrade and appar- 
ently there is nothing in the way 
of a great year 

“The employment situation in 
this territory is good for this sea- 
“son of the year. Naturally, there 
is some surplus, especially of un- 
skilled labor, but generally speak- 
ing, work is good and wages are 
at a high level. Construction work 
has fallen off in the winter months, 
but the outlook for spring in this 
line also is good. 

“The Middle West is an agri- 
cultural and stock raising section 
and naturally farming and live 
stock conditions play a big part 
in its prosperity. There has been 
a rapid gain in these lines in the 
last few months. From all scc- 

tions comes the encouraging 
words that the farmers and 
stockmen are getting ‘back on 
their feet.’ The wheat crop of 
Kansas and Oklahoma is largely 
‘made’ in the way it comes 
through the winter. The condi- 
tion at this time is reported as 
above the average, and there is a 
new spirit of optimism through- 
out the territory. 

“Mineral and oil fields in the 
territory are active and are playing 

their part in a generally prosper- 
ous condition. 

“As far as it is humanely pos- 
sible to vision the future, the next 
few months undoubtedly hold much 
that is good for wide-awake auto- 
mobile men in the Middle West.”

OREGON LAW ON 
LOADS AT ISSUE 


Limitation for Trucks 
Brings Case Before 
Supreme Court 


Special from A, D. N, Washington Bureau 

Washington, March 9%.—The 
United States Supreme Court is 
again confronted with a test case 
involving the motor vehicle laws 
of Oregon, the issue being the 
right of the state to reduce the 
maximum weight of trucks and 
loads from 22,000 pounds to 16,- 
500 pounds as a means of pre- 
serving state roads from damage 
due to heavy traffic. 

The appellants, Morris, et al., 
challenged the authority of the 
Oregon highway commissioner to 
the order reducing the truck 
weights and also challenged the 
constitutionality of the Oregon 
statute which authorized and per- 
mitted the making of the order. 
The decree went against the appel- 
lants in the District Court for the 
District of Oregon. 

The case had previously 
jargued before the United States 
Supreme Court on appeal, but 
when it developed that the order 
limiting the truck weights has 
been revoked the court vacated the 
order of the District Court and re- 
manded the case to the court below 
with instructions to dismiss. 

The order of the commission has 
been revised, commission 
members stating that the rescind- 
ing and renewal of the order were 
merely to conform to the rainy and 
dry seasons when the highways 
would be most liable to damage, 
and denying that the action was 
taken with the purpose of hinder- 
ing action.

The Yankee energy 
and drive that have been exhibited so far may be trusted to 
overcome any obstacles that develop as time goes on. 

One regrettable fact is brought out in Mr. Firestone’s 
statement. His company investigated carefully the possibili- 
ties of rubber cultivation in the Philippine Islands. Condi- 
tions were found to be admirable, but unhappily the land 
laws in force there prevent the launching of any important 
project. Thus because of unfavorable laws, we lose a chance 
to grow rubber actually under our own flag.
